NOBELIST JULIUS AXELROD TO 
ADDRESS GW MEDICAL STUDENTS 

Dr. Julius Axelrod, one of the three 1970 Nobel Laureates in Medicine 
and Physiology, will give the 11th Annual Paul K. Smith Memorial Lecture 
of The George Washington University School of Medicine on January 10, at 
11 am. He will deliver his address entitled, !f Drugs as Tools in Biomedical 
Research," in Hall A, of the school, at 1335 H Street, N. W. 

Dr. Axelrod is head of the Section on Pharmacology, Laboratory of Clinical 
Sciences at NIMH. He is considered one of the "founding fathers” in initiating 
investigations on the mechanics of the body to inactive drugs. 

Dr. Axelrod studied under the late Paul K. Smith, Chairman of the Department 
of Pharmacology, and received his Ph.D. in pharmacology from GW in 1955. A 
frequent lecturer at the school, he has served on numerous committees of 
examination for the Ph.D. in biochemistry as well as pharmacology. He has 
been instrumental in providing post-doctoral training of students at GW who 
have gone all over the world with their work begun under his inspiration. 

The University recognized Dr. Axelrod with an Alumni Achievement Award in 
1968. In 1971, he was awarded the honorary degree of Doctor of Laws during 
the University’s Sesquicentennial Convocation, at which he delivered the 
principal address. 

Dr. Axelrod holds the B.S. degree from City College, N. Y., and the M.S. 
degree from New York University. Married, and the father of two children, 
he lives in Rockville, Maryland.

HAND SOCIETY TO PROBE DRUGS, PAIN, 

ECONOMICS OF HAND TRAUMA 

The American Society for Surgery of the Hand meets here next week 
and high on the agenda are the interrelated problems of drugs, pain, the 
economic impact of hand trauma, and why more women than men get arthritis 
in their hands. 

The Society’s 27th annual meeting will be held January 27, 28 
and 29 at the Sheraton Park Hotel, prior to the annual meeting of the 
American Academy of Orthopaedic Surgeons. Dr, John P. Adams, Professor 
and Chairman of the Department of Orthopaedic Surgery at The George Wash¬ 
ington University Medical Center, is President of the 200-member society. 
Members are general surgeons, orthopaedists and plastic surgeons practicing 
in the U.S. and Canada who are elected to the Society on the basis of 
their practice, research and writings on problems related to the upper 
extremities. 

Accidents to associated parts of the hands—nerves, tendons, 
bones and skin—account for 1/3 of all injuries incurred In work accidents, 
and nearly 25% of all costs related to hand injuries. 

Two of the sessions are devoted to drug problems, one to intra¬ 
arterial drug injection and one to ischemic contraction from drug overdose. 
Major attention will be focused on the M pain syndrome" associated with

nerve injury, amputation, post-traumatic injuries and various pain relieving 
measures. 

Deformities and the prosthetics used Lo correct them, both 
mechanical and human transplants, V7ill be discussed. One session that 
promises interest concerns degenerative arthritis, and why more women than 
men suffer from arthritic involvement to their hands and fingers. 

Dr. Blaine Nashold, Jr., Associate Professor of Neurosurgery at 
Duke University Medical Center, will deliver the Founder’s Lecture on 
n Pain: Present Perspectives ," at the opening day’s morning session. 

Dr. Adams will deliver the Presidential Address on Friday, on the
